Whittled Their Way 
to Success in

Three remarkable instances are 
known in wiiieli the Y'ankee boy 's 
trick of whittling led to v aiualile in­ 
v ent ions. 
According to a w riter iii 
the Stationary ^Engineer and Yia- 
eliiiiist, the eider Gunard, who was 
ap |)i“eiiticed as a hui to a Scotch ship ­ 
builder, is said to liav e aii^used him­ 
self in whittling the hulls of v essels. 
Occasionally he would fit one of these 
with masts, sails and rigging com­ 
p lete. Tired of familiar ty p es, he 
would ex p eriment with new ship s, 
and one of these it w’as that attracted 
the attention of his master, because 
it w ould not maintain its up right p o- 
Bition in the water. 
Ex p eriments 
were made to ballast it, in order to 
giv e it the p rop er trim. The clip p er­ 
like shap e and graceful, long lines of 
the model p romised great sp eed. 
Such is said to be the origin of the 
standard model of the Cunard and 
later ocean grey hounds. 
Robert Liv ingston Stev ens had 
grow n to man’s estate wTien he sailed 
from New' York to Liv erp ool, 8 0 
y ears ago. But he had not outgrown 
his lov e of whittling. In those day s 
the p assage took two months, and 
Step hen.^ p assed manv an hour, iack- 


knife in one hand and a p iece of w^ood 
in t he other, brooding ov er a p rob- 
Jeni that had often worried him—how 
to run a railroad without stringers 
for tracks. He wanted to get an iron 
rail that would “hold,” and would 
take the p lace of the thin strip s fas­ 
tened to the chair of the roadbed.

J anuary of this year is away above 
normal is proved by the fact that 
the average allowance by the di­ 
rectors in 19 02 was but $46^,710 
per month, or $16 7 ,9 13 less than 
the total death claims allowed for 
the month referred to. 
It should 
also be borne in mind 
that 
the 
deaths on which claims are allowed 
in any one month do not ueces- 
sariiy occur in that month, but the 
monthly allowance may be made 
up of claims 
which 
have 
been 
pending for several months. 
The utter inconsequence of the 
statement, as an argument, may be 
seen from the fact that during the 
month of March, 19 02, our receipts 
were $313,37 2, while for the same 
month the directors allowed death 
claims amounting to $6 7 6 ,400, or 
$16 2,5 00 in excess of the receipts 
for 
that 
month. 
Y et, 
notw ith­ 
standing this abnormal record for 
that one month, the society paid 
its death losses for the entire year 
with but eleven assessments, and 
these eleven assessments produced 
$100,000 more than sufficient to 
pay the total losses for the year. 
The publication of the paragraph 
referred to was doubtless intended 
to influence W oodmen readers of 
the journals in which it appeared 
to support the proposed increase in 
rates.
